HOUSE WAS ORGANIZED BY 
ANTI-WOLCOTT REPUBLICANS 


Wolcott’s Candidacy Totally Eliminated From the Senatorial 
Contest Which Is Otherwise Unchanged. 


Fifty Ballots Were Taken Before the Issue Was Settled-Democrats Cast 


Their Votes Against Wolcott Without Pledge Except That Contests 


Should Be Decided on Merits of the Case.

Denver, Jan. 7.—The fact that the Democrats united with the anti- 
Wolcotts in organizing the house today does not mean that a deal was 
made between the Democrats and anti-W olcott Republicans. The only 
conditions asked by the Democrats and the only assurances given were 
simply th at there would be no arbitrary action in the unseating of the 
Democratic members-elect to the house, and that the contest should be 
given a fair and full public hearing and that each member shall be left 
free to vote as he feels the evidence justifies. 


The Republicans will complete the organization of the house to­ 
morrow, and will control it from speakership to page. The Democrats 
ask for no patronage and will receive none. 


The Democrats realized that unless an organization was effected ❖ 
today, a Republican caucus might bo held tonight, and Mr. W olcott * 
gain control, hcnce they decided to vole with the anti-Wolcotts and pre- ❖ 
vent this, which was done on the 50th ballot.

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FIFTIETH BALLOT SETTLED 


QUESTION OF ORGANIZATION

D enver, Jan. 7.—Senator W olcott w as 
d efeated tod ay in his attem p t to or­ 
gan ize the house of representatives o£ 
the 14th general assem bly. 


On the 50th ballot for a tem porary 
clerk, the 31 D em ocratic m em bers of 
the house voted for John F. V ivian , llio 
a n ti-W olcott candidate, 
th us electin g 
him and com p letely routing the W olcott 
forces. 
The fig h t during the day had 
been one o f prolonged, intense in terest. 
The R epublicans w ere even ly divided, 
17 for L ym an, the W olcott candidate, 
and 17 for V ivian, the an ti-W olcott can ­ 
did ate. w hile th e at D em ocrats voted 
'doii&Iy for L yons. 
W hen the b alloting 
began a t a little a fter 12 o ’clock, those 
in atten d an ce th ou gh t som eone w ould 
w in early in the figh t, but as th e a fter­ 
noon w ore a lo n g , and the resu lt^ , «tin 
w ere, V ivian, 17; L ym an, 17; L yons, 31, 
there began to float around th e sta te- 
house rum ors of a deadlock. 


D urin g all of th is tim e th e W olcott 
and -a n ti-W olcott leaders w ere w ork ­ 
in g w ith all their m igh t to cau se a 
break in th e ranks of the other faction. 
T he W olcott crowd never labored hard­ 
er since election day, for they realized 
th a t the lo ss of this, the first skirm ish, 
p ractically m ean t their com plete d efeat, 
and the elim in ation of Mr. W olcott from 
the sen atorial figh t.

HOUSES A R E SU STA IN ED

City, appointed tg tak e testim ony in

G eneral Crow on the charge of the ex­ 
istence of a Beef trust, filed his report 
in the suprem e court tonight. 
It finds 
th a t the A rm our Packing com pany, Nel­ 
son M orris & Co., Sw ift & Co., the 
Ham m ond Packing company, the Cud­ 
ahy Packing com pany and the Schwarz- 
schild & Sulzberfier com pany are guilty 
of entering into an agreem ent to fix 
and m aintain prices for the sale of 
dressed beef and pork in M issouri, not 
all of the com panies, however, operat­ 
ing in St. Joseph, K ansas City and St. 
Louis. 
It is set forth th a t prices were 
fixed through agents, m anagers and 
solicitors and m any tim es by m anagers 
of coolers in these cities. 


The H enry K rug Packing company 
of St. Joseph w as found not to have 
been in the com bination and conse­ 
quently the report will release it from 
legal proceedings. 


Regarding findings as to m eat sold 
in St. Louis, th e report says: 


“I find that Armour, Swift, Cudahy 
and Hammond Packing companies be­ 
tween August 1, 1899, and May 9, 1902, 
at St. Joseph are guilty of having been 
parties to a combination and agree­ 
ment and confederation and conspiracy 
to fix and regulate and control and 
maintain the fixed or list price on 
dressed beef 
and 
fresh 
pork sold 
through their respective coolers in St. 
Louis to butchers and consuming pub­ 
lic in that place and that they did so 
ask, sell and receive the price so fixed 
from said butchers for such dressed 
beef and fresh pork sold to them. 


“They cannot plead that the man­ 
agers of their coolers and city solicit­ 
ors who carry on the business for them 
did it without their knowledge and con­ 
sent. The local agents of the dressed 
beef companies did it and all knew it 
and their knowledge is the knowledge 
of their companies and their acts are 
the acts of their companies. 


“It appears from the evidence and I 
find that the corporations who are the 
defendants at St. Joseph, St. Louis 
and Kansas City Bell and offer to the 
trade at each point from 55 to 80 per 
cent, of the dressed beef handled and 
from 50 to 60 per cent, of the dressed 
pork.”

CEREMONY OF COMPLETION 
OF THE CABLE AT HONOLULU 


By Associated Press. 


Honolulu, Jan, 2.—(By Pacific cable.) 
—Having buoyed the deep sea end of the 
cable in the turbulent Molokai channel 
at 5:20 o’clock on the m orning of F ri­ 
day, December 26, after m u c h difficul­ 
ty and great risk, the Silvertown came 
on to Honolulu, docking a t the naval 
w harf a t noon. 
The big ship was met 
in the harbor by tugs and excursion 
boats, carrying welcoming delegations 
with bands of music, and escorted to 
the w harf where a great crowd awaited. 
It was the intention of the engineer 
in charge of the expedition to take on 
board 1,000 tons of coal as ballast and 
aw pi^ favorable w eather to return, pick 
UP Hhe sea end and bring it close in 
shore and buoy it. 
The shore end of 
the cable to be laid out and the final 
connection made a t th a t point, S at­ 
urday brought 110 Improvement in the 
w eather conditions. 
The 
wind blew 
great gusts from the uortheast and 
craft arriving through the channel re­ 
ported the sea stirred maelstrom. It 
was then decided to make no move th at 
day, but to delay the attem pt until De­ 
cem ber 28. when a start was made. The 
vessel had not proceeded one mile from 
the dock when the full force of the 
gale from behind the high hills struck 
her. 
The skipper a t once decided not 
to go outside, as picking up the buoy 
in the channel was quite impossible. 
It w as then determ ined to lay the shore 
end while the conditions were favor­ 
able on that side of the Island. 


The Silvertown was taken in shore 
within half a mile of the coral reef, 
3 nd preparations were made to haul a 
line ashore. The character of the bot­ 
tom, which is rock, with a narrow open­ 
ing through the coral reef, rendered 
groat rare necessary in placing the 
extrem ely 
heavy 
type 
of 
cable. 
Throughout the 
day 
crowds 
ashore 
watched the steam launches running in 
and out and aw aited patiently the ac. 
tual landing of the long expected sub­ 
m arine telegraph. 
At a quarter to 5 
in the evening the end of the cable 
left the Silvertown’s bow with balloon 
buoys attached a t intervals of f.O feet. 
A half mile of heavy line was hauled 
ashore by steam power without hitch 
or halt. 


One hour and five m inutes from the 
tim e the line left the Silvertown the 
cable was hauled upon the soil of pic­ 
turesque San 
Souei park 
amid 
the 
shouts of thousands and the crash of 
a band of music, playing a cable march 
dedicated to President Mackay. 
Ju st 
as the cable touched the shore a heavy 
shower of tain fell on the gaily-attired 
m ultitude, but danger of a w etting was 
ignored in the eagerness to catch a 
glimpse of the magic line th at is to 
connect them w ith the rest of 
the 
world. There was no official ceremony 
a t the time, further than the laying of 
a lei, or native wreath, upon the end 
of the cable by Mrs. Hawes, who re­ 
peated the custom ary native greeting. 
"Aloha.” 


The Silvertown remained at anchor 
holding to the line until near noon 
Monday, December 39, when she moved 
out upon the course prescribed by the 
ch art in paying out the cable. 
Six 
miles were laid to a point off Koko 
head. At this point rough seas were en­ 
countered and the line was buoyed. 


A start was im m ediately made for 
Molokl channel to investigate whether 
or not the buoy had weathered the buf­ 
feting to which it had been subjected 
for nearly three days. 
Some anxiety 
w as expressed lest it had been over­ 
whelmed and allowed the line attached 
to the end of the 2,Q00-mile strand to 
carry away. Fortunately, however, no 
such disaster had occurred. The buoy 
w as riding in safety, but the marked 
buoy, which had been dropped near it 
on Friday morning, December 26. had 
disappeared. 
The seas ware running 
even higher than three days previous. 
The wind continued to blow half a gale 
from the northeast. 


No boat necessary in the picking up of 
the buoy could have survived and no 
thought was given to m aking the a t­ 
tem pt a t this time. Another m ark buoy 
,was. p u t down some distance aw ay and 
th e Silvertown returned to Honolulu 
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harbor and anchored off shore. It "»■ 
agroed between Captain 
Morton anci 
Chief Cable Engineer Benest th at 
no 
further work would be attem pted until 
the wind abated and the seas calmed. 
The wind showed no signs of abating 
till Tucsdav, but the big steam er made 
110 move. 
W ednesday was passed 
in 
idleness, with very little wind, and foi 
n time it was thought advisable to make 
an attem pt to complete the work. 
It 
was finally decided, however, not to 
risk the chance of lifting the ‘-able 
from the bottom of the sea in any ex­ 
cept calm weather. 
It was reasoned 
that another day would see the end 
of the period of the northeast trades, 
the duration of which surprised even 
the oldest residents of Honolulu. 


On Thursday, the first day of the 
new year, scarcely a breeze stirred the 
waters of the harbor, and advice came 
to the ship from Diamond Head light 
house that the channel was quite calm, 
with only a m oderate swell running. A 
few minutes after ■Tb’clock in the m orn­ 
ing the Silvertown heaved anchor and 
made a start down the bay. 
Prospects 
of the cable connection on the first day 
of the new year created intense inter­ 
est in the city, where the enthusiasm 
had been somewhat dulled by the long 
delay. 


At daylight the Silvertown arrived off 
Koko head, where the shore end had 
been buoyed much Monday. 
*th lit­ 
tle difficulty the line from the bottom 
was spliced upon deck and passed over 
the stern sheaves and a start was made 
for the outer buoy. The cable was laid 
at the rate of seven knots an hour. 
Shortly after 1 o'clock in the afternoon 
the Silvertown reached the point where 
the San Francisco end was buoyed. The 
sea was not rough but the swell rolled 
the vessel considerably. Great care was 
taken in handling her while taking up 
the buoy. It was finally accomplished 
a t 3:44 o'clock w ithout untow ard inci­ 
dent. 
The connection w ith the testing 
room was quickly made and San F ran ­ 
cisco responded promptly to the call, 
thus relieving the public mind on the 
continent, which must have regarded 
the long silence of the ship as strange. 
If not ominous. 
Congratulations and 
compliments of the season passed be­ 
tween the ship and San Francisco, and 
the shore connection was then made at 
4:40.

Included in h is Pueblo holdings 
is an in terest in a large tract of land in 
th e heart o f the city, tak in g in a p ictu r­ 
esque settlem en t know n as “M exico,'' 
form erly the tou gh est portion of P u ­ 
eblo. 
It ia inhabited largely by for­ 
eigners and negroes and is m ade up of 
adobe sh a n ties stu ck on th e side of 
“T enderfoot h ill.” 


T he tract also tak es in “L ittle Ita ly .” 
w hich, as the nam e sign ifies, is popu­ 
lated by Italian s. 
Interested w ith Mr. 
Jack son in the property is Jam es N . 
Carlile, 
th e 
recent D em ocratic can d i­ 
d ate for sta te treasurer and q u ite a 
num ber of others. 
The tract is certain 
to becom e very valu ab le som e d ay but 
for m an y years the foreigners h ave been 
p erm itted to squ at upon it and build 
th eir hom es. 
Men and w om en liv in g 
th ere now w ere born and raised upon 
th e tract and fin ally th ey had com e to 
regard th e land as th eir ow n.

It is planned to sink this 
shaft at least a hundred feet deeper when 
the directors are confident a very little 
drifting will develop a regular shipper 
The Cardiff claim is on the same vein 
as the N ew Market and Morning Stur, 
on which properties

have been made very recently. 
H ereto­ 
fore Ward has been considered a strictly 
sulphide district but the recent strike 
on the M orning Star show s the very pe­ 
culiar combination consisting 
of 
“su l­ 
phides" or gray iron tellurium and free 
gold, closely mingled in the quartz which 
often yields several dollars to the pound. 
A t first the free gold w as considered cop­ 
per and several thousand dollars worth 
of ore was thrown on the dump as the 
parties working the mine did not expect 
to find free gold.

THE FATE OF THE ARCTIC SHIP CAPELLA. 


The portrait herewith reproduced now hangs in the famous Prado gallery, 
Madrid. It is said to be the best example of Spanish art extant and is a por­ 
trait of the Infanta Dona Isabella Clara Eugenia, the favorite daughter of 
Philip II. of Spain by his third wife, who spoke of her as “ the light of his soul” 
and left her the Netherlands by w ay of legacy. 
She married the Archduke 
Albert. 
The portrait ranks among the finest achievements of Coello and has 
been placed by good judges on a level with his portraits of Father Siquenza 
and Ignatius Loyola. E ve ry detail in the dress is most carefully wrought, and 
the coloring is admirable. 
There are only four works by Coello in the Prado col­ 
lection, the others being a portrait of Prince Carlos, half brother to the Infanta 
Isabella, a portrait of another half sister of the prince and a portrait of a sister 
of Kin g Philip II. Of these four the most striking is this one of Isabella. There 
are few pictures that deal as faithfully with the costume of the time. 


Recen t press dispatches announced the burning of the arcti'- ship Capelia, 
commissioned by the D uke of Abruzzi to search for the men lost in the ice 
during the Ita lia n polar expedition. 
The members of the crew of the Capelia

NLESS we m istake the temper of the American peo­ 
ple there will be a chorus of unanimous approval 
of the action of the national adm inistration in clos­ 
ing the postoffice at lndianola, M ississippi, as a rebuke 
to the law less elem ent of that community, which has sc­ 
oured the resignation of the negro postm istress by threats 
of violence. 


There is not th© slightest question as to the fitness 
of the incum bent for that position. 
She has already 
served nine years and has given satisfaction to local 
patrons of the office in every respect so far as the dis­ 
charge of her official duties is concerned. But a “law­ 
less and brutal elem ent” of the community objects to 
receiving its letters and newspapers from the hands of 
a n'egress, or possibly it would be more correct to say 
th at these m en of a “superior” race feel that their dig­ 
nity is impaired by the presence of a negress who has 
been recognized by the governm ent of the United States 
as worthy and capable of filling the position of post­ 
m istress, sud for that reason they have decided to main­ 
tain the superiority of the white Anglo-Saxon by driving 
this black woman out of office by threats and personal 
violence. 


The rebuke given by the adm inistration to these ruf­ 
fian s and to the better elem ent that cannot assert itself 
against them is well deserved. If they do not appreciate 
their privileges of American citizenship better than they 
appear to do, they do not deserve to have them. 


We notice that in addition to closing the lndianola 
postoffice the matter has been referred to the attorney 
general and it is to be hoped that som e action may be 
taken which will result in the punishment of these of­ 
fenders against law and civilization.

THE DEATH OF WHEATON RIDDLE. 


T 


HE DEATH of Wheaton Riddle, who was killed by 
a fall on the mountains near Boulder last Friday, 
has ca st1 a gloom over the entire community. 


The young man and his fam ily have been among the 
best known and m ost respected people of this city, and 
they have a host of friends who feel this sad event as a 
personal loss. 


It alw ays seem s a matter for especial regret when 
death com es to one who is just entering upon a success­ 
ful career of vigorous young manhood, and Wheaton 
Riddle, born and brought up in Colorado Spriugs, and 
w hose life was known and approved by all, was one in 
whom, to an unusual degree, the city might feel a pride 
aod whom it m ight regret to lose. 


Every circum stance of his boyhood and youth seemed 
to point to a brilliant and successful career, and when 
he narrowly m issed appointm ent as a cadet at W est 
Point, w e all felt that the state had gained by the nation’s 
loss. 
' 


And even .now we cannot belieye that so noble and so 
prom ising a young life has been wasted. 
Somehow, 
som ewhere, there must be compensation: when anr| why, 
w e do not know. 


H is influence and his example certainly will not be 
lo st among us, and in the years to come we trust that 
Colorado Springs jnay send forth to the service of the 
state and of the nation many more young men like 
W heaton Kiddle. 


HE DEATH of a prominent metallurgist of New 
York from apoplexy due to overcrowding at an 
elevated railway station in New York, will serve 
to call renewed attention to what lias come to be a very 
serious problem for New Yorkers. 


Owing in part to the natural growth of the city, and 
in part to the construction of sky-scraping office build­ 
ings, the congestion of humanity in certain parts of the 
city during working hours has become something very 
dangerous to residents of the city and almost inconceiv­ 
able to those who have not actually had an experience 
of it. 
The rush at the stations of the elevated railroad, 
the surface lines, and especially at the Brooklyn bridge 
terminals is som ething altogether unprecedented, and as 
the construction of big office buildings continues ttie 
conditions appear likely to grow worse rather than better, 
in spite of the measures that are constantly being adopted 
to provide relief. 
Even the new subway upon which 
millions are now being spent will afford only a temporary 
relief. 


New York is built upon a narrow island, except upon 
one narrow side separated from neighboring cities by 
arms of the sea, and neither the growth of the city on 
the mainland to the north, or the rapid increase of the 
cities on the New Jersey or Long Island shore is suffic­ 
ient to bring relief to the overcrowding of Manhattan 
island. 


In spite of all the disadvantages, the business necessi­ 
ties of this center of world trade and finauce are such 
that the discomforts and dangers of New Y’ork seem to 
have little effect in checking the growth of the city. 
The city can only grow up into the air, and one of the new 
buildings has 25 stories, and contains within its own walls 
through the working hours a population of over 5,000. 


To a certain extent the conditions in New York work 
toward their own betterment. 
High rents and uncom­ 
fortable conditions tend to drive business to other cities, 
and to restrict New York and New Yorkers to those 
occupations that are most profitable. 
And in time, if 
growth continues along present lines, New York may 
come to be a city, sq far as Manhattan island is con­ 
cerned, merely of hotels, of offices, of wholesale estab­ 
lishments in which only a limited line of samples is 
carried, of big newspaper buildings, and a compara­ 
tively few retail establishm ents of a most profitable 
kind. 


But in the meantime New Yorkers will continue to 
struggle with their present eonditions. and will strive 
in vain, as they have been doing for the past 25 years, 
to provide street ways and transportation for the ever- 
increasing crowds of humanity that are poured into that 
narrow i-.il&nd from the sea and from the land. 


ONE SOUTHWESTERN STATE, 


T 


HE PROPOSITION to admit New Mexico and Arizona 
to the union as a single state is not a good one, 
and it ought not to receive any support, either in 
th e w est or in the east. 


If the statem ents made by the Beveridge commission 
are true, N ew Mexico and Arizona are unfit for state­ 
hood, no m atter whether separate or united. 
You cannot 
r&ise the jnoral or m ental average of a community by 
doubling the area that it occupies. 
If N ew Mexico and 
Arizona are inhabited chiefly by foreigners of a low grade 
Of intelligen ce and the scum of white civilization, it is not 
going to im prove their quality by giving them two sen 
$,tors instead of four. 
If these territories are composed 
of v a st areas of uninhabitable deserts, with a few beads 
of settlem ents along the railroads and scattering patches 
of irrigable land in the valleys, it is not going to improve 
the conditions to double the distances which their in 
habitants m ust travel to reach the state capital. 


If these two territories are unfit for separate state­ 
hood, they are unfit for it jointly. 


But if the opposition to statehood for New Mexico and 
Arizona is a pretense and a sham; if the arguments 
urged against the plan and the alleged facts by which 
th ey are supported are grossly false; if the opposition 
arises m erely from a growing jealousy of the political 
power of the great w est, or from a partisan distrust of 
their loyalty to a particular party, then this proposal to 
unite there two great territories into a single state is 
m erely a confession of unworthy and wrongful motives, 
and it should be resisted by all the people of the west 
and by every honest and patriotic American. The people 
t)f Arizona and New M exico can better afford to wait 
qutside the union for a few more years until a congress 
com es that is w illing to do justice to them, rather than 
to sacrifice their own interests and those of the great 
w est, by sanctioning the creation of one great state ex­ 
panding from Texas to California. 


GERMANY AND THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 


THE SOCIOLOGICAL ASPECT OF IRRIGATION. 


A 


MONG the many notable papers read before the Amer 
ican Association for the Advancement of Science 
w as one by Mr. Guy E. Mitchell, who expressed 
the opinion that the reclam ation of the arid land of 
Am erica through governm ent construction of irrigation 
works would furnish for years to come an effective out­ 
let for the industrious surplus population of our great 
cities. 
The irrigation of the 100,000,000 acres of plains 
and valleys, he said, w ill tend to make sm all farm s and 
hom es a general rule throughout the entire country. 


So far as the sm all farms are concerned, it is certain 
that irrigation will tend toward these. 
The amount of 
land that w ill support a fam ily w ill be lessened, and the 
increased value per acre will make a more intense culti­ 
vation necessary to profitable agriculture. 


B ut Mr. M itchell Is assum ing too much in saying that 
th e arid lands will furnish for years to com e an effective 
ou tlet for the industrious surplus population of the great 
cities. 
The surplus population, industrious or otherwise, 
does not take kindly to the conditions and the labors of 
rural life, and the people of the w estern states are not 
disposed to extend a welcom e to the surplus population 
of the great cities. 
- 
It is true, to a limited extent, that there is an opening 
in Colorado and other arid land states for imm igrants 


J 


UDGING from recent events and from the official com­ 
munications received from the German government 
in W ashington, the m inisters in charge of the Ger­ 
man foreign affairs appear to have a very fair idea of 
what the Monroe Doctrine means, and of the reasons 
why it is well for Germany to give an informal compli­ 
ance, if not a formal approval, to this principle. 


But this intelligence of the German foreign office evi­ 
dently does not extend to the German newspapers, which, 
according to the press reports, are working them selves 
into a frenzy and declaring that Germany never did and 
never wnl approve the Monroe Doctrine or submit to its 
enforcem ent by the United States. 


Now, as a matter of fact, it does not make any differ­ 
ence whether the Germans like the Monroe Doctrine or 
not. 
The Monroe Doctrine is not a statem ent of what 
the Germans desire or intend to do. 
It is not a principle 
of international law in the sense o/ being binding In any 
way upon Germany. 


The Monroe Doctrine is simply a declaration of what 
the United States considers to be its interests, and a 
warning to foreign powers that in case certain things 
happen, the government of the United States win be 
compelled to act as it then thinks best for the protection 
of its interests. 


As for the statem ent, now so freely made, that neither 
Germany nor any other European power has every recog­ 
nized, the Monroe Doctrine, it is simply not true. 


Great Britain lias recognized the Monroe Doctrine, 
not once, but many times. 
It gave it a most cordial ap­ 
proval when it was first promulgated, and. in fact, it is a 
matter of history that 
British 
influence was exerted 
towards securing the official promulgation of the principle 
upon the authority of the United States government. 
And as for Germany, it recognized the Monroe Doctrine 
not longer ago than last year, when it took particular 
pains to assure the state department at W ashington, in 
advance of the m ovement against Venezuela, that it had 
no intention of making a seizure of Venezuelan territory. 


It makes yery little difference whether the Monroe 
Doctrine is recognized as a principle of international law 
or not. It makes no difference whether the German news­ 
papers and the theoretical writers on international rela­ 
tions approve or reject the doctrine. 


The United States has laid down certain principles in 
regard to the dealing of European nations with the re­ 
publics of South and Central America. 
Some of those 
principles are very definite, and at all tim es unmistak­ 
able. 
Others are indefinite, and may i>e changed as our 
interests from tim e to time may seem to require. 
But 
the United States, not only in the formal statem ents of 
its government, but also in the widespread and deeply 
seated sentim ents of its people, is prepared to defend and 
to protect what it considers to be its vital interests in 
this hemisphere. 


The Germans afe welcom e to get all the satisfaction 
they can out of a discussion of what the Monroe Doctrine 
means and how far it is binding upon them. 
But the 
practical question is, will the Germans disregard the 
warning of the United States government? 
They cer­ 
tainly can do so if they want to, and there is nothing in 
international law or anything jjlse to prevent thorn. 


But it is equally certain that it will not bo worth 
w hile for them to do so. and it is very probable that 
they will uot make the venture.

so that a Jewish com munity of two hun­ 
dred families had been built up at New­ 
port before the revolution.

H e w as condnctor and engineer 
and 
general m ajiager all in one. He backed 
the boxes to the cm’vc below the spill, 
and se t even-y m an a t w ork piling the 
Tjaail from tlie wrecked train to th e 
tte ig h t cars.

his taste is, you must neither rear! his 
cook boolis nor ^nsit his kitchens, but 
make a sight-seeing call at Crosfe & 
Blackwell’s or Fortnum & Mason’r.

There you will 
find every form of violent gnst’at-jvy 
stimulant, 
from

“1 saw comparatively few large ships 
on the w ater,” said he," that were not 
provided with the apparatus for sending 
and receiving telegrams without wires. It 
is very interesting and gratifying on ship 
board to be able to feel that you are In 
communication with land practically nil 
the time and to communicate with other 
ships practically all the time. We were 
receiving and sending messages constantly 
and communicated with a large number 
of ships th at we did not sec a t all. Most 
of this mid-oceanic communication Is be­ 
tween ships within 100 miles 
or 
there­ 
abouts of cach other, but the message I 
sent to the Gazette came through a t least 
300 miles of open space as we wore fully 
that distance from the nearest land when 
I sent it. 
“It adds a good deal ot a feeling ot se­ 
curity to a sea voyage.” 
Speaking of his trip to England, Mr. 
Sachs said that It did one good to go to 
Europe after IKing in America for a few 
years because it made him more pleased 
with America. 
He says that the spirit 
of the two countries is quite different and 
th at the United States are so far ahead 
of anything on the other side that it would 
be a good thing for the government to 
send each of its young people across the 
w ater simply to show them what a good 
country they have to live In. lie say-s 
there are some things, however, that the 
Englishmen can tell the American. 
"W hile the people of h^ngland have but 
little Idea of the greatne.ss of America 
and of American institutions,” said Mr. 
Sachs, they have a more intelligent and 
just opinion of America and her people 
than the Americans have of 
England. 
There is a prejudice against TSngiand In 
this country that .^ihould not exist. It does 
not exist over there toward the United 
States. For Instance, the American mind 
Is of tho opinion that England was un­ 
justifiable in her attitude 
toward 
the 
Boers. As a m atter of fact tho English­ 
men were fighting to secure just w hat the 
Americans fought for In the revolutionary 
war. The English In South Africa wore 
three-fourths of the people of the country 
and they wanted the right to vote and 
wanted to have their children learn the 
English In-the schools. England was not 
fighting to enforce an unreasonable claim. 
Another thing that interested me great­ 
ly,” said Mr. Sachs, "was to find out 
from that side w hat an up-to-date and 
high-grade city we have here a t home. 
Coming over on board I mot several Im­ 
porters of dry goods who were en route 
from Paris. 
Several of them asked me 
whether I knew Mr. W ilbur and GIddlngs 
Bros, here, stating th a t they were con­ 
sidered leading dry goods m erchants In 
the west, and that they were always in 
Hne for the very latest in their business. 
One of them expressed It th a t Colorado 
Springs was really less than 30 day* from 
Paris In fashion and this Is of course, 
gratifying to any Colorado Springs man. 
I made th e trip on the Philadelphia, 
W hich is the old City of Paris. Our boat 
had 2,600 souls on board and It made a 
city In Itself. It is considered a sevon*day 
boat, but we made tbe trip In six and a 
half, notwithstanding several unfavorable 
w eather conditions. It Is an easy thing to 
make the Journey from I.K)ndon to Colorado 
Springs In ntne days now and it Is pos­ 
sible to make it in less than th a t.

BIG APPEAL BOND IN 
SCOTT DAMAGE SUIT 
Judge Cunningham of the district 
court yesterday in fixing the appeal 
bond in the famous case of John a . 
Scott vs. the Denver & Rio Grande 
Railway company named one of the 
highest figures ever designated in tbe 
court for such a purpose. The bond is 
in the sum of $60,000. The motion of 
the defendant for a hew trial was over­ 
ruled and the defendant prayed for and 
was granted an appeal to the supreme 
court upon the filing of the appeal 
bond in the sum mentioned within 30 
days; the bill of exceptions to be' filed 
within 60 days. Judgment for $i9,850, 
in accordance with the finding of the 
jury, was rendered. 
'In the case of A. J. Smith vs. W. S. 
Montgomery the court found in favor 
of the plaintiff but reserved judgment. 
Exceptions to the finding were talien 
by the defendant. 
Mr. Smith, who is 
an architect, sued for money alleged 
to be due him for designing and super­ 
intending the erection of Mr. Mont­ 
gomery’s fine residence. 
In the suit 
for 
alleged 
slander 
brought by Mrs. Hannah Weiswinter 
against Ernest Waycott, the demurrer 
of the defendant to the complaint was 
submitted to the court without argu­ 
ment and was at once over-ruled with 
leave to renew the same upon the trial. 
The defendant was given 20 days in 
which to answer. 
In the case of Ephraim Hartsorn 
vs. the Waverly Gold Mining company, 
default Of the defendant for failure to 
appear and 
plead was entered and 
judgment in favor of the plaintiff for 
53.570 and costs entered. 
In the case of Carrie E. Parks vs. 
D. W. Robbins, the motion of the de­ 
fendant to dismiss the case on the

The shadow of death darlvcned the 
hom e or .Mr, and Mr.s. W. E. Riddle, 
S ll N orth Tejon Ktrcct, last evening 
when new s was brought of the acci­ 
dental killing of their son W heaton 
W, RicUlle, six m iles south of Bonlder, 
The death was the resu lt of a frac­ 
ture of th e skull received by young 
Mr. Riddle l»y a fall over a lodge of 
rock. 
The accjij- nt occurred at about 


i> o'clock yesterday afternoon and life 
was gone a little m ore th an an hour 
later, tlioro being no re tu rn of con­ 
st iousuess, 
He w as engaged in en­ 
gineering work for the new Moffat 
Si.ort line. 
P articu lars of the accident cam e to 
tile (iazetlo from its Bonlder corres­ 
pondent and to Mr. tJeorge H. Sim ­ 
m ons from G eneral M anager Ridgw ay 
of the construction com pany in charge 
of the w ork on w hich Mr. Riddle w as 
engaged. 
It appears th at w hen the 
engineering party left its w ork for the 
day it w as about six m iles south of 
B oulder and th ree m iles w est of the 
coal m ining cam p of M arshall.

Mr. Riddle started for th e engineer­ 
ing cam p w ith the rest of the party 
but soon left his friends and started 
out alone to take a sh o rt cut. statin g

'Among those who at- 
tended the ceremonies were members 
of the cabinet, of the senate and of 
tho house o& representatives, and peo- 
ple in civil life throughout the United 
States. The library building is a beau- 
tiful white marble structure occupying 
the center of Mount Vernon square in 
the very heart of Washington. For its 
construction Mr. Carnegie gave $350,000. 


Today's ceremonies were merely in- 


cidental to the transfer of the building 
from the building committee • to 
the 
board of library 
trustees, 
f of which 


Theodore W. Noyes, associate editor 
of the Washington Star, is president. 
Before the formal 
exercises the or- 
chestra of the Marine band rendered a 
special musical program.

QE 1MB CABLE AT HONOLULU

Honolulu, Jan, 8.—(By Pacific cable.) 


—Having buoyed the deep sea end of,the 
cable in the turbulent Molokai ehMW*l 
at 5:20 olclock .on tho morning of Fr|? 
day, December 28, after much .difficul- 
ty and great risk, the SHvertown came 
on to Honolulu, docking at the naval 
wharf at noon. The big ship was met 
In the harbor by tugs and excursion 
boats, carrying welcoming delegations 
with bands of music, and escorted to 
the wharf where a great crowd awaited. 
It was the Intention of the engineer 
In charge of the expedition to take on 
board 1,000 tons of coal as ballast and 
await favorable weather to return, pick 
upHhe sea end and bring It close In 
shore and buoy it. The shore end of 
the cable to be laid out and the final 
connection made at that point, Sat- 
urday brought no Improvement In the 
weather conditions, 
The wind blew 


great gusts from the northeast and 
craft arriving through the channel re- 
ported the sea stirred maelstrom. It 
was then decided to make no move that 
day, but to delay the attempt untji De- 
cember 28, when a start was made. The 
vessel had not proceeded one mile from 
the 'dock when the full force pf the 
gale from behind the high hills struck 
her. The skipper at once decided not 
to go outside, as picking up the buoy 
In the channel was quite impossible. 
It was then determined to lay the shore 
end while the conditions were favor- 
able on that side of the Island. 


The SHvertown was taken In shore 
within half a mile of the coral reef, 
and preparations were made to haul a 
line ashore, The character,of the bot- 
tom, which Is rock, with a narrow open- 
Ing through the coral reef, rendered 
great care necessary In placing the 
extremely 
heavy 
type 
of 
cable. 
Throughout the day crowds ashore 
watched the steam launches running In 
and out and awaited patiently the ac. 
tual landing of the long expected sub- 
marine telegraph. At a quarter to 5 
in the evening the end of the cable 
left the Silvertown's bow with balloon 
huoys attached at Intervals of CO feet, 
A half mile of heavy line was hauled 
ashore by steam power without hitch 
or halt. 
One hour and five minutes from the 


time the line left the Sllvertown the 
cable was hauled upon the soil of pic- 
turesque San Soucl park amid the 
shouts of thousands and the crash of 
a band of music, playing a cable march 
dedicated to President Mackay, 
Just 
us the cable touched the shore a heavy 
shower of rain fell on the gaily-attired 
multitude, but danger of a wetting was 
Ignored in the eagerness to catch a 


harbor and anchored off shore. It was 
agreed between Captain Morton and 
Chief Cable Engineer Benest thut no 
further work would be attempted until 
the wind abated and the seas calmed. 
The wind showed no. signs of abating 
till Tuesday, but the blB steamer made 
no move. Wednesday was passed in 
Idleness, with very little wind, and for 
a time It was thought advisable to maKe 
an attempt to complete the work, it 
was finally decided, however, not to 
risk the chance of lifting the cable 
from th* bottom of the sea in any ex- 
cept calm weather. It was reasoned 
that another day would see the end 
of the period of the northeast trades, 
the duration of which surprised even 
HIP oldest residents of Honolulu. 


On Thursday, the first day of the 


new year, scarcely a brcesse stirred the 
waters of the harbor, and advice came 
to the ship from Diamond Head light 
house that the channel was quite calm, 
with only a moderate swell running. A 
few minutes after 'Co'clock In the morn- 
ing the Sllverlpwn heaved anchor and 
made a start down the bay. Prospects 
of the cable connection on the flwt day 
of the new year created Intense inter- 
est in the city, where the enthusiasm 
had been somewhat 'dulled by the long 


At daylight the Bllvertown arrived off 


Koko head, where the shore end had 
been buoyed since Monday. With Ijt- 
tie difficulty the line from the bottom 
was spliced upon deck and pasted over 
the stern sheaves and a start was made 
for the outer buoy. The cable was laid' 
at the rate of seven knots an hour. 
Shortly after 1 o'clock in the afternoon 
the SHvertown reached the point where 
the San Francisco end was buoyed. The 
sea was not rough but the swell rolled 
the vessel considerably. Great oars wa* 
taken In handling her while taking up 
the buoy. It was finally accomplished 
at 3:44 o'clock without untoward Inci- 
dent. The connection wltl> the testing 
room was quickly made and San Fran- 
cisco responded promptly to the call, 
thus relieving the public mind on tho 
continent, which must have regarded 
the long silence of the ship as strange, 
If not ominous. Congratulations and 
compliments of the season passed be- 
tween the ship and San Francisco, and 
the shore connection was then made at 
4:40.

About 8:30 they sent a commit- 
tee to the anti-Wolcott headquar- 
ters, requesting the anti faction 
to meet them in caucus. Their 
committee was informed that the 
antis did not consider it a mat- 
ter of good policy to hold a Re- 
publican caucus at this time. 
Later in the.night, they sent a 
second committee, asking that the * 
caucus be held tomorrow morn- * 
ing at 9 o'clock. This commit- 
tee received the same reply as 
had the former. It is certain now * 
that the speakership contest will * 
be fought out on the floor of the 
house' tomorrow.

Denver, Jan. 6.—The United 
States 
senatorial flght Is now at a white heat 
The three factions are exercising every 
possible means to carry their points and 
each is claiming everything in sight. A 
conservative view of the situation to- 
night, however, demonstrates that the 
anti-Wolcott people

the 


house and prevent the return of Mr

HARVESTED FINE CROPS

Washington, Jan. 6.—The report on 


foreign crops and crop conditions com- 
piled by the statistical agent of the 
United Ktates department of agricul- 
ture at London up to December 10 last, 
says that Russia, as a whole, harvested 
fine crops this year. 
The exports of 


grain which have been very 
heavy, 


must 
diminish, although the stocks'- 


of wheat in Black sea ports at a recent 
date were almost twice as large as at 
the corresponding date in 1001. 
The 


Russian railroads have been overtaxed 
in moving the heavy crops of'cercals. 


The most important of the German 


bread grains, rye, wan, like wheat, be- 
low the November condition in any one 
of nine preceding yeara. It is, however, 
a little above what is officially 
re- 


garded as "average." in Roumania the 
maize harvest yielded n crop variously 
estimated at from 41,000,000 bushels to 
104,641,000 bushels. It is intimated that 
the Roumanian wheat crop, having been

before next 
spring. 
The weather in Turkey has

Thomas Kelly Discusses the 
Squatter Element of Pueblo. 
Thomas Kelly, a prominent real es- 
tate man of Pueblo, and a Democratic 
politician of the southern kind, was 
here yesterday on a brief business Visit, 
conferring with W. S. Jackson. Mr. Kelly 
represents Mr. Jackson 
In 
Pueblo 
where the latter has considerable prop- 
erty.. Included In. his Pueblo holdings 
is an Interest In a large tract of land In 
the heart of the city, taking In a pictur- 
esque settlement known as "Mexico," 
formerly the toughest portion of pu- 
eblo. It in Inhabited largely by. for- 
eigners and negroes and Is made up ot 
adobe shanties stuck on the side of 
"Tenderfoot hill." 
The tract also takes.in "Llttlt Italy," 
which, 'as the name signifies, is popu- 
lated by Italians. Interested with Mr. 
Jackson In the property Is James N. 
Carllle, the recent Democratic candi- 
date for state treasurer and- quite a 
number of others. Tho tract is certain 
to become very valuable some day but 
for many years the foreigners have been 
permitted to squat upon it and build 
their homes. 
Men and women living 
there now were born and raised upon 
the tract and finally they had come to 
regard the land as their own. Some 
months ago the owners began to take 
steps to either make the squatters pay 
rent or get off the tract, In order to es- 
tablish their title and to prevent 
trouble over It In the future. 
Mr. Kelly as agent for the .owners 
.took, a prominent part in the matter. 
Suits were instituted against scores of 
the squatters^ and In every case the

F. C. Lory of Petersburg, Ind., known i 
sometimes as "Klondike King," from 
the fact that he acquired considerable 
wealth along the Yukon, and who dur- 
ing the past summer figured as the one 
fleeced in one o£ the biggest bunco 
games ever worked In Colorado, Is In 
the city on the trail of his enemies, and 
IB quartered at the Elk. Mr. Lory has 
been in the city during the past three 
weeks, but he has kept himself hidden 
and it was only yesterday that it devel- 
oped that he was really the victim ot 
the big "fake foot race" that occurred 
In September just west of Colorado City 
and as a result of which Lory placed In 
the neighborhood of 
$65,000 in 
the 
hands of about 15 sharpers. 


Lory has been working with ChleC 
of'Police King on the case and now 
has his plans laid so that he can get 
his men, at least the remainder of the 
leaders of the gang, on a moment's no- 
tice. There are at the present time, 
nine of the grafters under arrest in Hot 
Springs, Ark., for implication in an- 
other such bunco deal and Lory is now 
making an effort to land the other ring- 
leaders. 


Lory, according to his own story bus 


been in this city a number of times, 
including: the time that he lost part of 
his coin and the present time. About 
three weeks ago he came to the Alta 
Vista and registered there, but desiring 
no publicity to be attached to his pres- 
ence here moved and took apartments 
at the Elk hotel, where he thought there 
was less llkellhood'of being discovered. 
He registered at the Elk Monday morn. 
Ing under his true name and address, 
"F. C. Lory, Petersburg, Ind.," 
but 
this was suddenly changed to "F. C. 
Long, Petersburg, 111.," owing to the 
fact that the name had been recog- 
nized by a Gazette reporter and inquiry 
had been made as to his whereabouts, 
When first approached on the subject, 
he manifests great Interest in regard 
to the story of the race, but denies that 
he is Lory, for reasons best known to 
himself, of course. He'denies that he 
la called the "Klondike King," and that 
he was ever Interested In such a fake 
foot race, but admits that he knows the 
real Lory, whose name Is "R. C. Lory," 
but he is no relative of the man, al- 
though Petersburg is a very small 
place. 
The fact of the matter is, Mr. Lory 
has good reasons for wishing to remain 
hidden In his search for the men who 
robbed him. One of these reasons is, he

Is called the "Million- 
aires" undoubtedly gave the crooks their 
cue from which they 
manufactured 
their scheme. From the fact that sta- 
tionery had be^en secured with the name 
of the club printed upon It and letters 
hart hnpn written in which local men 
were mentioned, shows that the bunco 
men were out after money and worn 
ready to take all risks to get It. The 
fact that Lory attained conslderabln 
prominence in Indiana at the time of 
the Klondike gold strike on account of 
his striking it rich In the fields, makes 
it apparent why he should have b^ 
singled out to bo the victim of the 
game. 


He evidently has plenty of money and 
although he was shrewd enough at 
first to beware of the scheme, the bun- 
co men finally got the best of htm and 
he Is now lamenting his foolishness. 
Lory is very bitter in his denuncia- 
tion of Matt Plnkerton who he alleges 
is responsible for the suit of $100,000 
that has been brought against him as 
treasurer of a Klondike .mining com- 
pany. "I employed Plnkerton In Chi- 
cago to take charge of this matter for 
me and run the men to the ground. I 
gave him some money at the start and 
he began to draw upon me for about 
550 or $100 per day. I finally was told 
that he had charged me for a trip to 
Denver, Colorado Springs, Pueblo and 
a number of other places that he had 
never visited at till. I got hold of the 
knowledge through a friend and I im- 
mediately wired Flnkcrton that he could 
go. He then raised a row and the suit 
was the outcome, he having induced an 
old farmer in Illinois to get out a requi- 
sition for me from Governor Durbin of 
Indiana, but I told them what was what 
and-1 have never been arrested."

THE SOCIOLOGICAL ASPECT OF IRRIGATION.

MONG the many notable papers read before the Amer- 


ican Association for the Advancement of Science 
was one by Mr. Guy ]3, Mitchell, who expressed 


the opinion that the reclamation of the arid land of 
America through government, construction o£ irrigation 
•works would furnish for years to come an effective out- 
let for the industrious surplus population of our great 
cities. The irrigation1 ol the 100,000,000 acres of plains 
and valleys, he said, will tend' to make small farms and 
homes a general rule throughout the entire country. 


So far as the small farms are concerned, it is certain 


that irrigation will tend toward these. The amount o£ 
land that will support a family will.be lessened, and the 
increased value per acre will make a more intense qulti- 
Yfttlon necessary to profitable agriculture. 
' But Mr. Mitchell Is assuming too much in saying that 
the arid lands will furnish for years to come an effective 


vqutiet for the industrious surplus population of the great 
'cities. The, surplus population, industrious or otherwise, 


|'V does not take kindly to the conditions and the labors of

l Jife, and tne people of .the western states are not 


y disposed to extend a welcome to the surplus population

OVERCROWDED NEW YORK, 


T 


HE DEATH of a prominent metallurgist of New 


York from apoplexy dnc to overcrowding at an 
elevated railway station in New York, will servo 


to call renewed attention to what has come to be a very 
serious problem for New Yorkers. 


Owing in part to the natural growth of the city, and 


in part to tile construction of sky-scraping office build- 
ings, the congestion of humanity in certain parts of the 
city during working hours has become something very 
dangerous to residents of. the city and almost inconceiv- 
able to those who have not actually had an experience 
of it. TUe rush at the stations of the elevated railroad, 
the surface lines, and especially at the Brooklyn bridge 
terminals is something altogether unprecedented, and as 
the construction • of big office buildings continues the 
conditions appear likely to grow worse rather than better, 
in spite of the measures that are constantly being adopted 
to provide relief. 
Even the new subway upon which 


millions are now being spent will afford only a temporary 
relief. 


New York is built upon a narrow island, except upon 


one narrow side separated from neighboring cities by 
arms of the sea, and neither the growth of the city on 
the mainland to the north, or the rapid increase of tbc 
cities on the New Jersey or Long Island shore is su 
lent to bring relief to the overcrowding of Manhattan 
island. 


In spite of all tho disadvantages, the business neccssl 


ties of this center of world trade and finance are such 
that the discomforts and dangers of New York seem to 
have littls effect in checking the growth of the city. 
The city can only grow up into the air, and one of the new 
buildings lias 25 stories, and contains within its own walls 
through the working hours a population of over 5,000.

fortable conditions tend to drive business to other cities, 
and to restrict New York and New Yorkers to those 
occupations that are most profitable. And in time, if 
growth continu.es along present lines, New York may 
come to be a city; SQ far as Manhattan island is con- 
cerned, 'merely of hotels, of offices, of wholesale estab- 
lishments in which only a limited line of samples is 
carried, of big newspaper buildings, and a compara- 
tively few retail establishments of a most profitable 
kind. 


But in the meantime New Yorkers will continue to 


struggle with their present conditions, and will strive 
in vajn, ps they nave been doing for the past 25 years 
to provide street ways and transportation for the ever- 
increasing crowds of humanity that are poured into that 
narrow iiil&nd from the sea and from tne land. 


GERMANY AND THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 


J 


UDGING from recent events and from the official com 


munications received from the German government 
in Washington, the ministers in charge of the Ger- 


man foreign affairs appear to have a. very fair idea ot 
what the Monroe Doctrine means, and of the reasons 
why it Is well for Germany to give an informal compli- 
ance, If not a formal approval, to this principle. 


But this intelligence of the German foreign office evi- 


dently does not extend to the German, newspapers, which, 
according to the press reports, are working themselves 
into a frenzy and declaring that Germany never did and 
never will approve the Monroe Doctrine or submit to its 
enforcement by the "United States. 


Now, as a matter of fact, it does not make any differ- 


ence whether the Gernians like the Monroe Doctrine or 
not. The Monroe Doctrine is not a statement of whal 
the Germans desire or intend, to do. It is not a principle 
of internatipnal law in the sensa of being bin*d,lng in any 
way upon Germany. 


The Monroe Doctrine is simply a declaration of what 


the United States considers to be its Interests, and a 
warning to foreign powers that in case certain things 
happen, the government of the United States win be 
compelled to act as it then thinks best for the protection 
of its interests., 


Aa for the statement, now so freely made, that neither 


Germany nor any other European power has every recog- 
nized, the Monroe Doctrine, it is simply not true. 


Great Britain has recognized the Monroe Doctrine 


not once, but many times. It gave it a most cordial ap- 
proval wuen it was first promulgated, and, in fact, it is 
matter of history that 
British 
influence was exerted 


towards securing the official promulgation of the principle! 
upon the authority of the United States government. 
And as for Germany, it recognized the Monroe -Doctrine 
not longer ago than last year, when it took particular 
pains to assure the state department at Washington, in 
advance of the movement against Venezuela, that it had 
no intention of making a seizure of Venezuelan territory. 


It makes yery little difference whether the Monroe 


Doctrine is recognized as a principle of international law 
or not, It makes no difference whether the German news- 
papers and the theoretical writers on international rela- 
tions approve or reject the doctrine. 


The United States has laid down certain principles in 


regard to the dealing of European nations with the re- 
publics of South and Central America. Some of those 
principles are very definite, and at all times unmistak- 
able. OtUevs are indefinite, and may he changed as our 
interests from time to time may seem to require. But 
the United States, not only in the formal statements of 
its government, but also in the widespread and deeply 
seated sentiments p( Its people, is prepared, to defend and 
to protect what it considers to be its vital interests in 
this hemisphere. 


The Germans ftte welcome to. get all the satisfaction 


they can out of a discussion of what the "Monroe Doctrine 
means and how far it is binding upon them. But the 
practical question is, will the Germans disregard the 
warning of the United States government? ' They cer- 
tainly can do so if they want to, and there is nothing in 
international law or ^nytbing^else to prevent them. 


But it is equally certain that it. will not bo worth 


.while for them to do so, and it is very probable; that 
tlipy will uQt'nja.U<» the venture.

Egypt and the Oreat Dam- 


The Nile reservoir at Assuan 
was 


opened on Wednesday with as 
little 


display as a town hall or a charity ba- 
zaar. We like It no. A bar ot masonry 
is thrown across the Nile and the Nu- 
bian valley Is turned into a lake. That 
this should seem an incident in the 
business of empire is as it should'be. 
A great achievement, thus coolly vfeW- 
ed, brings us neur to the spirit of Rome, 
apparently lost in the saturnalia 'Of 
Mafeking and Peace days. 


The event, as an event, is worthy't'o 


be understood.. On the map Egypt is 
shown as a great parallelogram. But 
this area is rainless except In the north, 
n.pd it Is the narrow riband of green 
fields stretching on either side of the 
Nile from Agsuan to Cairo, that to- 
gether with the delta and the Fayum 
constitutes the real Egypt. The land 
draws Us supplies of moisture not f rom 
its own skies, but from the skies of 
Abyssinia and Central Africa, and be. 
Ing Just so much of the desert as can 
ba fertilized by tha waters of Us river, 
Egypt is in literal truth the "sift of the 
Nile." To the people of such a coun. 
try water is the paramount necessity 
of life; and of all the reforms effected 
by British administration the restora- 
tion and extension of the irrigation 
works is the most vital and the most 
valued. 
Nineteen years ago, when 


British engineers were summoned from 
India to reform the Egyptian irriga- 
tion service, the situation was one 
'which' might have baffled even resolute 
and skillful men. Incompetence, waste, 
neglect and disuse had brought 
the 


then 
existing' system of irrigation 


workjs and canals to a condition of dis- 
order that threatened the industrial life 
of the nation with paralysis. The Eng- 
lish irrigation 
offlcers 
began In 
a 
modest way to clear and repair the 
canals. On the strength of their early 
success they obtained from the govern- 
ment the "irrigation million;" and then 
a task of real magnitude was com- 
pleted. Jast south of Carlo, at the apex 
of the delta, the Barrage had atood for 
twenty-five years—a costly failure, 'its 
purpose was to hold up the Nile, ana so 
provide a supply of water sufficient for 
the perennial irrigation of the cotton 
crops, then as now the main source ot 
the national wealth, 
Built from the 


designs of Mougel Bey, the French en- 
gineer, the Barrage had coat £1,800,000, 
besides "the unpaid labor of uncount- 
ed CQTVf.es, and of whole battalions-.of 
soldiers." But the bad workmanship 
of the natives had made the structure 
so weak that it had never held up more 
than five feet nine inches of water, and 
in 1885, when the 
English 
engineers 


took it in hand, it hud been abandoned 
as worthless. 
Nevertheless 
by 1890, 


after four years of ejkUUul reconstruc- 
tion and repairs, the Barrage was ren- 
dered efficient; the perennial Irrigation 
or lower Egypt was achieved, the cot- 
ton industry was saved, and the fu- 
ture prosperity of Egypt was assured. 
As yet, however, the sugar 
Industry 


ana the peasant proprietors of upper 
li-STpt, from Cairo for more than five 
nunm-ed miles southward to Assuan, re- 
mained dependent upon 
the annual 


overflow of the Nile for the supply of 
the irrigation canals with water. Tha 
canals and the conduits were gradually 
deepened and Improved, the'land was 
drained; but before a supply of water 
sufficient for perennial 'irrigation could 
be obtained, the millions of tons of sur. 
plus water, which every year the Nile 
P°ure4 wastefully in the season ot its 
flood into the Mediterranean, must be 
caught and stored. 


It is this service which the great dam 
at Assuan will perform. 
Holding up a 


volume of surplus water of more than 
a thousand million tons In weight, It 
w 1 pour forth in the Beason of iow 
Nile a flow of water twice as great as 
the volume of the Thames In Its mean 
annual Hood. The Assuan reservoir, 
with the ancillary "open Barrage" at 
Asslut (that fills the Ibrahimiyeh canal) 
will not only provide-some 800,000 acres 
of land In upper Egypt-—one-third of 
the agricultural area—with perennial Ir- 
rigation, but it will enable fresh land to 
be reclaimed from the desert, ana eo en- 
large the area of habitable Egypt, The 
price .which Egypt pays for th|« boon 
Is something .under flve millions, dla-

In 
the city of New York It wae computed 
during the last summer that one-fourth 
of the population-are JewA^Large as have 
been our accessions ffSnSho great home 
of the race, Russia, it will be seen that 
the supply there to be drawn upon is so 
vast that the Increase of our Jowlth popu- 
lation during the next generation is likely 
to be not less than In the last but will 
probably be more, provided the present 
Russian, policy is continued and threatened 
restrictions upon immigration are not made 
by our laws. Practically, America has be- 
come the land of promise for the Jews 
of this period.

Accordingly, the Jews In this country 


have attained,^, strength numerically and 
financially which makes them powerful 
socially and politically and as a religious 
force. 
The Council of Jewish Women, 


now in. session at Baltimore, Is only one 
of many organizations established by them 
of recent years to concentrate their influ- 
ence and guard and promote the interests 
of (heir religion. In the public schools 
and colleges their children are the clever- 
est and most Industrious scholars; in the 
universities are great numbers of them; 
they are crowding Into the learned, profes- 
sions; their prominence in mercantile .life 
Is Increasing steadily; their Influence Is 
felt more and more in. politics and so- 
ciety generally.

Cripple Creek, Jan. 2.~Mr. Cha,rles 
Fitzgerald, the new superintendent of 
the Portland mine, yesterday assumed' 
the duties of his new position, it being 
the first day of the year. 'Mr. Fitz- 
gerald Is as competent a mine man as 
can be found in the district and his ac-

The pipe line that will be installed at 
once will be one of the greatest engi- 
neering feats ever undertaken. As 
stated above, It will have the highest 
.bend known anywhere. The pipe will be 
Of steel, 20 inches In diameter 
and 
•weighing from 300 to 400 pounds to the 
foot. It will be 30,000 feet In length. 
The.pipe will be of especially con- 
structed pattern. The necessity for this 
will be apparent when It Is stated that 
this pipe will have to withstand, at the 
lower end, a pressure of .1,000" pounds 
to the square inch, but it will be de- 
signed with what Is known as a'safety 
factor of three, this meaning that it 
will be of sufficient strength to with- 
stand a pressure of 3,000 pounds to the 
Inch. . The weight of the pipe will de- 
crease with elevation, the pressure be- 
ing reduced at the greater height. The 
head that win be a world-beater will 
be from the Half Way house settler to 
.the one In-Manltou, tbe fall being a 
Vertical descent of 2,380 feet. The high- 
est head in the world at the present 
time is In California, the homo of high 
pressure hydraulic development, where 
the highest known la 1,700 feet.

Negotiations for the pipe are 
on and the contract will be let within a 
very tew days. 
The electric equipment for the gen- 
erating vlant In Manltou will come fro» 
Schenectady, Plttsburg or Plttsfleld, 
the three great centers for supplies and 
equipment of this kind, contracts for 
this equipment being under consider- 
ation. They will probably be let on 
Tuesday or Wednesday of this week. 
The hydraullc machinery, which Is used 
In applying the tremendous power of 
the water to the electric generating ap- 
paratus will come from California. 
The'Installation of two plants Instead 


of one. In the utilization of this power, 
is due to the fact that It would be Im- 
possible to' construct machinery of suf- 
ficient strength to withstand the im- 
pact of the water should the entire fall 
of 3,800 .feet be utilized. The part of 
the work to bo installed at once, how- 
ever, is the big end of the work. 
As Is doubtless understood by all old 
citizens of ^Colorado Springs, the Hydro- 
Klectrlc company, which is now under- 
taking this gigantic task, operates un- 
der the privileges of the concession 
granted by the city to George W. Jack- 
sorii who constructed the Strlckler tun- 
nel, and which has been known .In the 
city council, In the local, state nnd fed- 
eral courts aS the Jackson franchise. 
This franchise gives the Pike's Peak 
Power company, and • Its successors, 
now the Pike's Peak Hydro-Electric 
corrtpatiy the right to furnish light and 
power generated by the utilization of 
the Colorado 
Springs water system. 
The company will Install this magnifi- 
cent pipe line entirely at Its own ex- 
pense, the present 14-Inch pipe that is 
used to supply the city with wattr be- 
ing of Insufficient strength to be. used 
In the generating of power In the quan- 
tities that the company wants to' pro- 
duce. 
Mr. G. A. Taff, consulting engineer, 
has been at work on the engineering 
features of this, project since April of 
last year and Will .be Jn active charge of 
the working out of the plan.

SUDDEN DEATH CAME 
/ 
TO WHEATON BIDDLE 


The shadow of death darkened the 


home of Mr. and Mrs. W. B. Riddle, 
811 North Tejon street, last evening 
when news was brought of the acci- 
dental killing 'of their son Wheaton 
W. Riddle, six miles south of Boulder. 


The death was the result of a frac- 


ture of the skull received by young 
Mr. Riddle by a fall over a ledge of 
rock; 
The accident occurred at about 


S o'clock yesterday afternoon and life 
was gone a little more than an hour 
later, there being no return-of con- 
sciousness. 
He was engaged in en- 


gineering work for the new Moffat 
Short line. 
' 


Particulars of the accident came to 


the Gazette from its Boulder corres- 
pondent and to Mr. George R. dim- 
mons from General Manager Ridgway 
of the construction company in charge 
of the work on which Mr. Riddle was 
engaged. It appears that when the 
engineering party left Its work for the 
day it was about six miles south of 
Boulder and three miles west of the 
coal mining camp of Marshall. Young 
Mr. Riddle started for the 'engineer- 
ing camp with the rest of the party 
but soon left his friends and started 
out alone to take a short cut, stating 
that he 
would beat the others to 


camp. 
Upon, arriving at camp the 


rest of • the party failed to find him 
and started out to locate him. They 
found that in Boulder 
canon, at a 


point about two miles from the mouth. 
Wheaton had: started across a snowy 
slope and that owing to the fact that 
there was a bard-crust on the surface 
of the show.he had slipped and, being 
unable to grasp anything, had slid 
down the slope to a precipice-and 
gone over,- falling through 
the 
air 


about. 20 feet. •', Had he received the 
blow elsewhere than upon the head 
he would probably have 
been 
but 


slightly injured but the fall had re- 
sulted in a fracture of the skull and 
death came about one hour later. 


Tho sad intelligence was communi- 


cated to the bereaved faroily here 
by Dr. Josephine Peavey, one of the. 
most intimate friends of Mrs.'Riddle. 
The father has not • yet been heard 
from, the news being wired to him at 
Washington, D. C., where he was sum- 
moned recently on account, of the se- 
•rious illness-of his father. Mrs. Rid- 
dle bore up as bravely .under the ter- 
rible, shock as could be expected, her 
other son,- Frank, who is about 19 
years • of age, being with her. The 
news of the death 
spread 
rapidly 


among the friends of the family and 
there • w.ere. many ready to do any 
thing possible but! naturally there was 
but .little .that could be done. 


The Rogers undertaking firm of Den- 


ver 'took charge of the remains last 
night and they will arrive at Denver 
at 1:80 
today,' 
probably -coming 


straight through to this city. 


In the death of Wheaton " Riddle 


Colorado Springs loses one of its most 
prominent and most promising young 
men. 
He was 22 years of age last 


September and had lived here all his 
life, having been born In this city. He 
was educated . in the public schools 
here and graduated from the Colorado 
Springs High school with, the class of 
1900. During his last year in school 
he was major'of the cadet battalion 
and he was/several times manager of 
the football: team and otherwise prom- 
inent in his school life. He was de- 
cidedly a leader among his fellows in 
whatever Interested them, his quali 
ties of leadership being his bw'n by 
nature and recognized by everyone 
who knew'hlin. 
'This capacity was 


doubtless dim in a large degrree to a 
love for military affairs. 
He was tall 


and erect,; manly .and soldierly, and 
his death will sever friendships that 
had grown up during all his life be- 
tween himself and comrades wuose 
interests'were similar to his own. A 
clearly-defined, purpose in 
lite 
and 
steadfastness in. working it out were 
what he possessed and required of his 
friends. 


No death of one of his years could 


have occasioned more general grief 
in the community than will be felt in 
tb,e death of Wheaton Riddle. 


evening and after supper lie took a bath. 
Then he remarked to his wife: 
"Well. I guess. I'll try my New Year 
present." He produced 
a. bottle from 
his pocket and took a swallow of its 
rontents. Jn a very short time he was 
taken violently ill and went to bed suf- 
fering intensely with cramps. Medical 
assistance was summoned but Bailey 
died before a physician could reach 
him. 


The case was first reported to Coro- 
ner Law and the police as a case of 
suicide but a brief investigation showed 
that it could hardly have been that. He 
could have had absolutely no motive,

his own life, und judging from the story 
told by his wife he drank the whisky 
cheerfully and full of anticipation of 
the pleasures of the drink. 


The bottle in which the fatal dose was 
contained 
is an ordinary four-ounce 
vial, oval In shape. Hundreds of them 
are used in the drug stores daily and 
not infrequently whisky is sold In bot-

Engineer Blau- 
velt was one of those who were able 
to tell more about the accident of Fri- 
day than had previously been known. 
He also stated a singular fact, which 
was that at the moment when news of 
the accident had been brought' to him, 
he had just finished writing the name 
of Wheaton Riddle on an order for an 
excellent promotion in the service. He 
spoke in the highest possible terms of 
young Mr. Riddle, both as a man and 
as an engineer, declaring that ho was 
one of the most promising young men 
whom he had ever known. 


Mr. Blauvelt states that, contrary to 


the first reports of the accident re- 
ceived here, Wheaton Riddle was not 
alone when he Was killed. The entire 
party of five men were sliding down a 
snow slope in Boulder canon, steadying 
themselves with sticks, when.Wheaton's 
stick broke and he fell upon tlie in- 
cline. It was very slippery and steep 
and he immediately lost control of 
himself and pitched headlong down the 
icy crust of the snow; In descending 
this incline his head struck a ..protrud- 
ing rock and it was here that the fatal 
blow was received. He shot on down- 
ward and went 
over a precipice of 


about 15 feet but. the injury that ren- 
dered him unconscious and from which 
he died within an hour was received 
befbre*he went over the ledge. 


In the mention of Wheaton Riddle in 


the Gazette yesterday, there was no 
mention of his. school clays after his 
graduation from the Colorado Springs 
High school In 1900. He spent last 
year as u student at Colorado college, 
where the 
excellent record of his 


earlier school days was maintained In 
every degree. 
SENT DEATH WITH 
A CHEERFUL GREETING 
James If. Bailey, a coachman em- 


ployed by George D. Kllborne, last night 
took a drink of whisky from a bottle 
sent him as a New Year present. Half 
an hour later he died in the 'greatest 
agony. 


"Happy New Year, Sir Knight, drink 
one on me," was the facetious greet- 
ing written on the paper in which the 
bottle was sent. The police believe that 
they are confronted by a murder mys- 
tery. 


The bottle appears to contain a poison 
resembling strychnine or arsenic. The 
bottom, of the bottle is tilled with a 
thick sediment, which has the appear- 
ance of :a powder poison. The symp- 
toms developed by Bailey after taking 
the drink also tend to indicate that the 
poison was one' of those named, and. 
In .the opinion of Coroner Law, It was 
probably strychnine. 
Bailey went to his home at 161S Penii-| Mrs. Bailey also 
sylvanla avenue in DeWitt ^ park, last] whiskey. She wll

fllls the bottom of the glass. 
Written In a scrawly hand on the 


rounded side of the bottle are the words. 
"Happy New Year Sir Knight, Drink 
one on me." On the other Kldc of the 
bottle are the initials, M. H. S., and 
below that what looks like the initials 
S J S., the s'a being very imperfect- 
ly formed. The handwriting, while not 
good. Is firm in appearance and those 
who have seen it are of the Opinion that 
it is that of a man. 


Bailey was n. coachman for G. D. •Kil- 
borne and stabled his team at Duncan, 
White's livery stable in the north end. 
It is believed that he'.'went directly 
home from the stables but. this is by no 
means certain. The case was not re- 
ported until about 10 o'clock, but Balle.y 
had taken the drink some time before 
that. The police last night had had 
but little time to work on the matter 
und as yet have no clew to the person 
who sent the bottle to Bailey or as to 
who delivered it. 


Bailey's wife said that she knew noth- 
ing whatever of the bottle until he pro- 
duced It last night in the house. Bailey 
did not mention who sent it. So far 
as Mrs. Bailey knows her husband had 
no enemies so bitter- as to desire his 
death. While they are- of the opinion 
that the handwriting °« the wrapping 
of the bottle is that of- a man. the f>o.r~——" 
lice are also-taking-into consideration 
the possibilities of there being a wo- 
man in the case. Friends of Bailey 
deny, however, that he hud anything to 
,do with women. "•"'•-^ 
Bailey has lived In the city for some 
years and is quite well .known. He has 
practically all tha,t time worked as a. 
coachman and for'some time had beenr 
in the service of Mr. Kilborne; He was 
regarded as a straight fellow. 
As soon as the. suspicion of murder 


entered into the,case,. Coroner Law took 
possession of the bottle of whisky and 
will today turn it over to- a chemist 
just as It was found. He' would not 
permit It to be opened last night. When 
turned upside down the sediment in the 
bottle runs thick and heavy through 
the whisky but very slowly. A casual 
turning of the bottle would not brlns 
the sediment into view at once. 
Shf*" 
entire bottle was apparently,covered b-v 
the wrappor but that portion which wan 
around the neck Is torn off. This wan 
probably done by Bailey himself. 
An autopsy will be held on the body 
this morning and 
the contents 
of 
Bailey's stomach will be analyzed. An 
inquest will also be held. The bottle 
was apparently full when. It was re- 
ceived by Bailey, and only a small quan- 
tity of the liquor Is gone, indicating that 
Bailey did not take a very large drink. 
While it might be possible that Bailey 


committed suicide there Is nothing to 
indicate that such was the case. 
As 
stated, motive Is wholly lacking so fat- 
as is known and it Is hardly reasonable 
to suppose that he would have endeav- 
ored to conceal the evidences of Its be- 
ing suicide In such a manner. The po- 
lice are confident that it is a case ot 
murder and will endeavor to locate flrst 
the messenger who delivered the fatal 
bottle to Bailey. ' It might have come 
through the mails but the officers do not 
regard it as probable.
